The new 
street lighting system places A r­ 
lington H e ig h ts from a mediocre 
stree t lighting system into the front 
ranks of all villages of northern 
Cook county. 
It can now lay claim 
to having the best lighting system 
of any town northw est of Chicago. 
Two hundred 250 
candle 
power 
lights suspended over 
the center 
of the streets every 300 feet will 
give a light several tim es g re ater 
than, th a t of the old gas Ii gluing 
system. 
Arlington H eights w as one of the 
first villages in this p a rt of 
the* 
county to install a modern street 
lighting system.
